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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding Applicant's arguments that the 
teachings of Travis and Fein do not teach the claimed invention, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Examiner notes that a 
problem word which is defined in the claims as any correctly spelled words of a document that are improperly used still reads upon a 
contextual spelling error and thus could be interpreted as a misspelled word. Regarding Applicant's argument that Travis does not teach 
the step of comparing the pre-edited contetns of a document to post-edited contents of the document to identify problem words and 
replacement words, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Travis teaches that the problem word and replacement words are stored as a 
pair in corrected before file. A new entry is not made into the corrected before file of Travis until the document has been edited. Thus, 
the comparison of a pre-edited contents to the post-edited contents identifies the problem and replacement word pair to be stored into the 
corrected before file of Travis. The problem word is taken from the pre-edited contents and the corresponding replacement word is taken 
from the post-edited contents. Thus, the Examiner maintains that the combination of Travis and Fein teaches the claimed invention. 
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
